Yesterday's Post-Dispatch presented in adjoining columns 
an intéresting contrast in the conduct of law officers in deal- 
ing witb criminals. 

Catherine Campbell, an actress, who was caught stealing 
valuables from a hotel, was released without prosecution. 
Miss Campbell had means and influential friends. The os- 
tensible reason for her release was that the prosecuting wit- 
nesses did not care to prosecute. 

Minnie Kline, a poor servant girl, who stole a jewel from her 
employer, but who had neither means nor influential friends, 
was tried, convicted and sentenced to the penitentiary for two 
years. In her case the prosecyting witness did not care to 
prosecute, but the officers of the law insisted upon the vin- 
dication of the law. 

There was another case illustrating the contrast. A poor 
boy convicted before Judge Clark of stealing a bushel or two 
of coal to keep him from freezing, was sentenced to the House 
of Refuge for six years. 

It is under all circumstances improper for law officers to 
let the prosecuting witnesses decide whether or not a crime 
against the State shall be punished, but when their attitude is 
used to cover a defeat of justice on account of influence it is 
especially reprehensible. There is no fouler blot on the ad- 
ministration of justice than the effective pull of wealth or 
power. 

Representative Walters, who wants the Ten Commandments 
added to the laws of Kansas, will be an angel long before he 
sees God’s laws made the laws of any State. He does not 
realize how verv unhappy a legislative body would be if it 
were limited hy the Mosaic principles.

THEY MAY HAVE CANKER. 


Broadway Charmer From Cuba Ex- 
plains to the Multitude How and 
Why Snakes Become Ill. 


By exploring noth on Broadway half a 
block or so from the west door of the Court 
house a man who Is interested in reptiles 
discovered a plated wheré *he got adn 'dssort- 


ed lot of information about snakes, some 
of which was new. 

The lady who handles the serpents dif- 
fers from other snake charmers in the 
respect that she does not claim to have 
developed mysterious affinity for snakes 
when she was a little girl on her father’s 
farm. 

She is called Inez Possett!, and the accur- 
ate and conscientious ‘‘Ballyhoo’’ who ex- 
(ols the merits of the show describes her as 
a “dark-eyed senorita from the Pearl of 
the Antilles.’’ 

“It ain’t any trick for me to handle a 
snake,"’ said the senorita, who doesn’t look 


Ae, 
a bit like a Cuban. ‘“‘They can’t hurt me. 


lam immune. I have been bitten dozens of 
times by rattlers and other snakes supposed 
to be deadly. 


“All I do is to enlarge the wound with 
a lance and pouramm wiain it. I am ai- 
most insensible to pain, and things that 
would nearly kill another person do not 
nurt me. Sometimes the place where a 
Snake bites me sweels a little, but it doesn't 
hurt much. I don’t like to be bitten, and 
I take pains to avoid it, but they catch me 
occasionally. 

“Our snaks are dying fast. At the pres- 
ent rate we won't have any left but chick- 
en snakes and moccasins’by spring. We 
have only five rattiers left out of two doz- 
en. Our biggest bull snakes and our blue 
racers and our kings are all dead. 

“Canker of the mouth killed them all. 

When a snake’s mouth gets sore it is al- 
most impossible to save him. See here, I'll 
Snow you how to tell when a snake is 
sick.’’ 
The charmer, who was seated 
snake den with about a million 
littie reptiles crawling over her, fished a 
black snake seven feet long out of the 
mass and holding it firmly by the head 
preyed its mouth open with her fingers. 

Squeezing the reptile’s jaws eo that it 
was forced to hold its mouth open the 
charmer pointed out that the reptile’s 
gums were swollen and black and covered 
with a cankerous growth. 

“That snake wo.a't live a week.”’ she said. 
“I’ve doctored and doctored him, but he 
gets worse every day. 
“Now, I'll show you 
healthy snake.”’ 

She opened the mouth of a chicken snake 
getting bitten as she did so. 
*“Plague take the thing!" said the cen- 
orita; then she added reassur.ngly: “That 
ain't anything. Chicken snakes are not 
poison. See his gums, how pink and healthy 
they are?’ k

“Chicken snakes are nice. and so are 
moccasins. They are no trouble to feed. 
G:ve a chicken snake a bird or a rat every 
seven or eight weeks and he'll eat it and 
be happy. It’s the same with a moccasin 
paces that he must have minnows and 
rogs, 

“Rattlesnakes are poor feeders. 
mine to eat. I shoot 
and eggs down their throats with o.e 
Syringe. You can't handle a snake until 
24 hours after he has been fed. It makes 
him sick. 

“Blue racers are the meanest snakes 
when you first get "em. They are not pois- 
onous, but they’ll bite as hard as they can. 
The last one we had stuck his teeth in my 
arm a dozen times the first time I had him. 
Finally I just let him chew on me till he 
got tired. It's funny, but if you let a snake | 
bite you until he gets tired, you can’t make 
him bite you again. He seems to think it’s 
no use if you don't care.

Richard Singleton, a Poor Boy, StolerCatherine Campbell, With Money and. 


20 Cents’ Worth of Coal to Keep His 
Mother and Little Sisters From 
Freezing and Got Six Years in the 
House of Refuge. | 


Richard Singleton stole 2 cents’ worth 
of coal. His mother and ‘his little sisters 
were shivering. He built a fire to warm 
them. It was a necessity. 

Richard Singleton was hunted by the 
law, dragged into court and fined. When 
he couldn’t pay the fine hé was sentenced 
to prison for six years. 

Richard Singleton is 15 years old, the 
s0n of a poor family, and is but an inex- 
perienced child. The soles of his shoes 
are worn until his feet are pierced by the 
frozen ground; his coat is a threadbare 
summer fabric; his trousers are drawn up 
and ragged; his childish face is pinched. 

The boy lacks friends; he is poor. 

The theft of the coal was committed soon 
after the present wintry wave etruck St. 
Louls. It was stolen from the plant of the 
Missouri-Edison Electric Light Co. A two- 
bushel sack held all that was taken. The 
Singietons live at Seventeenth and Morgan 
streets and are in straitened circumstances. 
The prosecution was urged by an agent of 
the great corporation that lost the coal. 
A warrant was secured charging petit lar- 
ceny, and In the warrant the value of the 
coal is estimated at 20 cents. A poiiceman 
locked the child in the Four Courts hold- 
over and on Tuesday morning he was 
brought up for trial before Judge Clark in 
the Court of Criminal Correction. The lad 
had no one to fight his battle and he was 


too timid to say much on his own behalf. 
His honest face might have been in his 
favor, but there was no use denying his 
guilt—that je, that he had stolen two bush- 
els of coal and trudged with it on his back 
to his squalid home on a bitter cold day 
in winter. 

“Fined $25,"" sald Judge Clark. 

The fine might as well have been a mil- 
lion. The child had never seen $25 at any 
one time in the 15 years of his existence. In 
default of payment, the court said the boy 
must go to the House of Refuge for six 
years. He has not yet been taken to the 
institution, but unless some one appears on 
his behalf, he will be committed within the 
next two days. Somebody may rescue this 
unfortunate lad, but it is hardly probable, 
for. he stole 20 cents’ worth of coal for a 
place where coal is handled by the train 
load.

» Will FIGHT THE TRUSTS. 


Attorney General Crow Determined to 
Institute Proceedings. 

Fincouraged by the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court virtually sustaining the 
anti-trus?® iaw of 189, Attorncy-General] 
Crow of Missourl, announces that he will 
Shortly begin proceedings against a number 
of truste. 

“The law is sweeping in its character,” 
Says the Attorney-General, “and where 
evidence can be obtained Showing the ille- 
gal nature of the combination it will be im- 
possible for the trust to escape. The test 
case ~vas aimed at the weakest point in the 
law, namely, the section exempting St. 
Louis and Kansas City, and now that that 
feature has been sustained, there wili be no 
trouble about any other feature. I expect 
a decision in a few days in another test 
case involving the constitutionality of that 
part of the lasvy which prohibits the forma- 
tion of trusis in other parts of the State.

IDENTIFIED AS WOMAN 
WHO BOUGHT POISON. 


THE CANDY IN THE FATAL BOX 
WAS PURCHASED IN 4 SAN 
FRANCISCO STORE. 


IMPORTANT EVIDENCE 
OF A SALESWOMAN. 


States It as Her Belief That It Was 
to Mrs. Botkin She Sold the 
Sweets That Were Sent to Do 
Murder in Delaware. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 15.—Mre. 
Botkin lost her manner of unconcern when 
She Was positively identified by Druggist 
as the woman who bought arsenic 
at his store ‘on July 1. The habitual smile 
left the prisoner’s face and she stared at 
the witness, whose eyes were directed to- 
ward the jury. Mrs. Botkin had scarcely 
regained her composure when one of the 
most important witnesses for the State 
was called to the stand. Th's was Miss 
Syivia Henley. A portion of the candy 
contained in the fatal box of -bonbons 
Which caused the death of Mrs. John P. 
Dunning and Mrs. Joshua Deane, was 
shown the witness. Miss Henley positively 
identified the candy as having come from 
the stock of the confectioner by whom ehe 
was employed. 

This statement caused Mrs. Botkin, who 
never for a moment took her eyes off the 
Witness, to twitch nervously, and the half- 
Smile of derision on her face displayed 
her teeth more than usual. 

Miss Heney, who is a saleswoman for 
George Haas & Sons, candymakers and re- 
tailers, also positively identified the box. 
anc explained that she did not quite. fil) 
it, at the request of the purchaser, who 
said she wished to put something else in 
the box. Miss ener identified a seal 
used by the firm, and said that the pur- 
chaser appeared extremely nervous during 
the whole transaction. Miss Heney’s iden- 
tification of the prisoner was not posi- 
tive, but she qualified it by saying that 
She believed that Mrs. Botkin was the 
person to whom she sold the candy. 
lbruggist Frank Gray, who furnished 
important information re ‘garding the pur- 
chase of the arsenic by Mrs. Botkin, sald 
that on the Ist of June Mrs. Botkin, 
whom he knew slightly, called upon him 
for some arsenic, and averred that she 
wanted it for the purpose of bleaching a 
straw hat, Gray recommended several oth- 
er medicines, but Mrs. Botkin gaid she 
was familiar witn arsenic and preferred 
it. Gray made the entry on the poison 
book of tho store, indicating the use to 
which it was to be subjected. He entered 
the name on the book as “‘‘Mrs. Bothin.’”’ 
David Green, a pharmacist employed in 
another store, feiled to positively identify 
Mrs. Botkin ae the woman who purchased 
some arsenic from him, though he said 
she was short and stocky. The description

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ISHMENT FORCED 
UPON HER. 


CANNOT STARVE TO DEATH. 


Milk and Broth Forced Into the Aged 
Woman’s Stomach, Much to 
Her Indignation. 


All the food taken by Mrs. Salome Yehlin 
for more than a week has been forced by 
means of a catheter placed through her 
nose. 

Mrs. Yehlin is the aged mother-in-law of 
Henry Ackerman, the soda water man, and 
‘she has been a patient at the City Hospital 
several days. She is demented and will 
under no circumstances utter a word nor 
swallow a morsel of food. She remains on 
her cot constantly and keeps her face 
covered with a blanket. 

Dr, Sutter thought that when the pangs 
of hunger came-she would take nourishment. 
Though she has become much weakened 
her determination to allow no food to pass 
her lips remains unbroken. 

Dr. Sutter prepared Wednesday to force 
food upon her. The operation is not diffi- 
cult and is not painful. A rubber tube 
three feet long and one-half an inch in 
diameter is first provided. On one end of 
this tube is a rubber funnel. The other end 
of the tube is lubricated and is introduced 
into one of the patient's nostrils. It Is forced 
through the nose, down through the 
pharynx and on down into the gullet. It 
consumes about one foot of the tube for 
this part of the operation. The patient in- 
variably struggles against the introduction 
of the tube, but in the ‘hands. of the doc- 
tors, nurses and’ thelr assistants she finds 
her struggles unavailing. 

The food thus introduced must necessarily 
be liquid. Milk and broth have both been 
thus fed to Mrs. Yehlin. E.ght ounces of 
food are used at a time, and.the feeding 
process is repeated three times a day. After 
the tube has been introduce i the funne) is 
held over the patient’s head and the 
food is poured into the funnel. Force of 
gravity carries the liqu.d through the tube 
past the gullet. Here the food enters the 
stomach Db ythe Same channel as though 
it were taken in the patient’s mouth and 
swallowed wiilingly. After the liquid has 
passe d the gullet it cannot be raised out. 

Dr. Sutter says that life can be sustained 
for an indefinite period in this manner. The 
patient naturally loses strength on account 
of lack of solid food, but it will be im- 
possible for the patient to starve herself to 
death. Dr. Sutter says he has one patient 
who has taken food by po other way for 
more than a year. This patient has a can- 
cer which has eaten away the tongue and 
injured the throat.
